In the former, 
140,000 pounds of bread was baked 
daily and tn the latter 160,000, mak- 
ing a daily total of 200,000 pounds.

They will bring with them acl- 
ence, before which almost nothing downtown 
can stand very long. Think of a city based 
upon science!

We have made living conditions 
in many directions far more com- 


'fortable than they were a few years 
_ago—the drinking water is very free 
' from contamination of sewage, the 
milk is almost clean and generally | 


free from impurities; antidotes for 


| peveral communicable diseases have 
’ reduced the amount of sickness from 
’ those causes, school children are be- 
' ing taught how to avoid contagions, 
‘and the people are learning, slowly 
‘fo be sure, that sanitary surround- 
' ings and hygienic living pay large 
| dividends in promoting health and 


lengthening life. All these measures 
have also influenced the infant death 
rate so that the number of deaths of 
children under 1 year is much low- 


_erthan it was in former years. But 


the babies under three months are 
the ones which require the most 
tender care and the most constant 
watchfulness to bring them safely 
through the first four or five weeks 
of life and enable them to develop 
strong resistance to the numerous 


afflictions of early childhood. 


Some new-born babies have to 
fight against conditions that were 
present before they were born, such 
as insufficent nutrition of the moth- 
er, congenital malformations, debil- 
ity, prematurity of birth, etc. These 
are called antenatal conditions be- 
cause they existed before the baby 
was born, and they freqently cause 
the death of the infant during the 
first four weeks of life. Many other 


' children die from postnatal causes-— 
conditions that arise after the birth 
of the child. Of these conditions the 
Infectious and contagious discases, 
‘improper feeding, and _ insanitary 


homes, kill a vast number of infants 
especially during the first month of 
life. In the first four weeks of life 
the antenatal and postnatal factors 


'#eem to unite in their attack on the 


life of the young infant. Parents 
should know something about these 
dangerous periods of child life and 
be prepared to exercise unusual 
caution in the care of the baby at 
this period. They should always re- 
member that the most dangerous 
fime for the young baby is the first 
four weeks of life. It is in this first 
28 days of child life that death reaps 
its richest harvest of infant mortal- 
ity for not less than one-third of the 
deaths under one year occur in the 
first month of life. If the fatalities 
of the first four weeks were contin- 
ved during the remaining 48 weeks 
the death rate of infants under 1 
year would be 500 out of every 1000 
living births. On the other hand, if 
the deaths in the first four weeks 
Were to be reduced to the same pro- 
Portion as those during the subse- 
Guent 48 weeks the infantile mor- 
tality rate would fall to something 
like 70 per thousand live births.

ACTION OF SOAP. 


HIS is the day when people are 
| asking how and why things are 


done. Just how does soap. clean 
clothes? Fatty impurities and waste 
products thrown off through the 


pores of the skin lodge in the cloth-| 
ing and hold particles of dust. Soapy | 


water penetrates a fabric quickly, 
softens the dirt, and divides the fine 


| particles of fat, which are then eas- 
‘ily removed by rubbing. 


Various substances are ‘used to ac- 


‘celerate or facilitate the action of 
Soap. Among those are lye, washing 


& 
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soda, borax and ammonia, turpen- 
tine, kerosene, naphtha, benzine and 
Fuller’s earth. 


Lye and washing soda are strong | 


alkalis, used in what are called 
strong soaps. The alkali unites with 
fat particles to form soap. This 
emulsification aids in removing dirt 
particles; but, as these alkalis also 
tend to destroy the fiber of cloth, 
they are used only on coarse mate- 
rials, sparingly. and with great care 
for tmmediate and thorough rinsing 

Borax and ammonia are mild al- 
kalis and are used with melted mild 
soaps to form a solution for wash- 
ing flannels and delicate-colored fab- 
rics. The use of turpentine, kero- 
sene, benzine or naphtha very mate- 
rially facilitates the softening and 
loosening of the dirt, but their odo-
